Mitchell, along with two other 
Negroes, was brought to the 
hospital after their car collided 
with a semi-truck trailer on 
Zywicki's curve, one and one- 
half miles east of Lake Harbor 
on SR 80 (U. S. 27). 

Ray Little, Kannapolis, N. C., 
driver of the truck, was not in- 
jured, according to FHP Troop- 
er H. C, Lee. No charges were 
placed by Lee immediately. 

John Zimmerman, office and 
credit manager at the Belle 
Glade hospital, said he inter- 
viewed the less seriously in- 
jured parties while Mitchell re- 
ceived emergency treatment. He 
determined that they did not 
have money for the deposit re- 
quired by hospital regulations, 
that is $50 for minor surgery 
and $75 for major surgery. 

Zimmerman explained, “My 
chances of collecting are 5096 
less if I don't get it when they-

don't pay before they leaves? 

‘The on-call physician did not 
specifically tell Zimmerman to 
admit them. After examination, 
the doctor advised Zimmerman

Work is available-for those 
who want it, states J. W. Mos- 
ley, acting manager of the state 
employment office here. Negro 
male workers can be placed in 
citrus, cane and celery fields. 
There are jobs of one kind or 
another, he declared. 

U. S. Sugar Corp. officials 
told Mosley that they can use 
workers. They want their labor- 
ers to live in sugar camps; how- 
ever, they will provide trans- 
portation to and from work for 
those who can't live in on-farm 
camps. 

Male workers 19-50 years old 
in good physical condition can 
earn 65 cents an hour with a 
six-day week. The work is hard, 
without doubt, but it is avail- 
able and most growers do not 
expect much other work to be 
available in any great quantity 
before Mar. 1. 

Mosley said 25 workers had 
been referred to the sugár com- 
pany in the past few weeks.
